In response to an earlier inquiry 
I informed Mr. Drury Blair, on the staff of the Senate I mmig ration and_ 
Na turalization Subcommittee, that between 7 and 8 thousand Jews have 
emigrated from Kastern Europe since the 1967 war. I noted that about 
6 thousand of these were Polish. I also called his attention to a recent 
article in the New York Times on this subject.
